Cuse Working Stevedores 
All Night To Get Planes 
Out of Country Today. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—(?)— 
The Roosevelt administration raced to- 
night to get an emergency embargo 


through congress in time to stop the 
shipment of more than $7,000,000 of 
airplanes and arms to the Spanish 
Loyalist government, 

Leaders sought almost unprecedent- 
ed speed as the State Department dis- 
closed that Robert Cuse, Jersey City 
exporter, was striving to load his 
$2,777,000 shipment of airplanes and 
engines before congress can act. 

Officials said that Cuse, working 
stevedores all night, will have a cargo 
of 18 planes aboard the steamer Mar 
Cantabrico in New York harbor by 
noon or early afternoon tomorrow.

| Sturdivant Statement. 


Sturdivant issued fhe following 
statement as he handed his resigna- 
tion to the committee: 

“At the request of ex-Councilman 
William G. Hastings I met him early 
Tuesday morning at the Ansley hotel. 
We discussed at length the affairs of 
the police department. As a _ result 
of his mediation in this conference I 
immediately went to the mayor's of- 
fice and resigned as chief of police in 
order to promote harmony in the po- 
lice department. 


“T did this voluntarily without fear 
of any consequences in case I did not 
resign. 

“T have been on the Atlanta police 
force for 27 years. For four years I 
have been chief of the department. 
These four years were the worst fi- 
nancial’ ones the world has ever 
known. During that time I challenge 
anyone to find a major crime in At- 
lanta that has gone unsolved or the 
criminals uncaught. 

“During the last few years we have 
had less men on the police force per 
1,000 population than we had 38 years 
ago, and everyone knows crime in- 
creases tremendously during panic 
times. In spite of this, last year the 
department made the finest record it 
has ever made, in the number of cases 
booked, the number of criminals appre- 
hended and the amount of fines as- 
‘sessed by the recorders; yet we had 
40 men less than my precedecessor, 
Chief Beavers, had, and three automo- 
biles less. 

“I originated the burglar alarm 
‘system which has been of inestimable 
value to our merchants. 

“In voluntarily resigning to preserve 
the morale of the force, which is com- 
posed of excellent men, and in the in- 
terest of harmony, I bespeak for the 
force the hearty support of all law- 
Abiding citizens. A policeman’s job is 
no bed of roses at best. Unless he has 
the confidence and support of law- 
abiding citizens he is handicapped in 
dealing with criminals.

New Police Chief Bans Heroics, 


Prepares to Cleanup Department 


Hornsby, Minus Fanfare, Proposes To Eliminate Just Crit- 
icism; Parting With Sturdivant Made Cordial by 
Presentation of Badge. 


By LAMAR @. BALL. 
Two simple means of judging At- 
lanta’s new chief of police: 
i. Take a look at him. 
2. Listen to him tell you: 


“I propose to eliminate all just 
criticism of Atlanta’s police depart- 
ment.” 

No heroics, no fanfare, no invita- 
tion from him in word or gesture to 
“sit back, boys, and look at a self- 
made man who has finally won what 
he has been deserving for years.” 

No wasted words, he answers a 
question and turns back to his work. 
Ask him another question and he 
seems surprised at the garrulity of 
the average human being. He looks up 
as though he wonders who the district 
attorney is who has slipped into his 
office. But, he responds pleasantly 
with an answer that is brief, to the 
point and invites no rejoinder. 

M. A. Hornsby is only 45 years old. 
His hair has grayed some at the 
edges, and that is easy to understand 
for he has been on the police depart- 
ment for a bit more than 23 years. 
His movements are quick, but not the 
jerky quickness that bespeaks nerv- 
ousness. 

“No Sudden Changes.” 

Taxpayers whoy are interested in 
the police affairs of Atlanta would be 
encouraged to hear him say: 

“T plan no sudden chahges. I plan 
no drives. Whatever reorganization 
the department needs will be accom- 
plished without upsetting the morale 
of the entire department. 

“IT have not considered my new 
duties to the extent that I can make 
any statement as to just what I plan 
to do. 

“T can only say that I plan to elim- 
inate all just criticism of the depart- 
ment. No man can eliminate unjust 
criticism. Every individual and every 
organization always will be . subject 
to unjust criticism. All that anyone 
can do it to stop just criticism by 
conducting himself properly.” 

He turned back to his work. 

“How do you propose to accomplish 
everything that everyone has been sug- 
gesting for all these months?” 

“T can’t say. I hope to work sen- 
sibly and accomplish my work grad- 
ually.” 

The retiring chief, T. O. Sturdivant, 
had been working with Hornsby most 
of the day turning over the loose ends 
to his successor. 

“Chief,” said Chief Sturdivant, 
“here is an old badge I found when 
I cleaned out the safe upstairs some 
years .ago. It’s a chief’s badge, ap- 
parently an old department issue and 
the good Lord only knows how many 
chiefs have worn it. I saved it and 
I’m giving it to you. I’ve been wear- 
ing my own badge.” 

Rubs Up Old Badge. 
Sturdivant displayed a gold badge 
set with a diamond which could sup- 
port him easily for six months or 
more. 

Chief Hornsby 


took the badge, 


rubbed it clean on his cuff and laid 
it on the desk before him. He shook 
hands cordially with Sturdivant, who 
walked out of the office with his son, 
T. O. Sturdivant Jr., a telephone oper- 
ator at headquarters. 

“Have you ever been in any tough 
battles?” the new chief was asked and 
he gave his groping questioner a look 
which caused the questioner to stutter 
and stammer an apology and grope 
nervously for a cigaret. 

“Don’t try to glorify me,” he 
warned. “I’ve been an active police- 
man but I’m not talking about all 
that. I’d rather you wouldn’t ques- 
tion me along that line.” 

The day and the night shifts were 
changing at 4:30 p. m., when he was 
reaching the end of an eventful day 
and policemen were swarming in to 
congratulate their new commander. 

He met them all with warm hand- 
shakes but appeared restless when the 
congratulation became too voluble, He 
was embarrassed. 

Yesterday was the second time that 
Chief Hornsby had been summoned 
from bed and ordered to take over 
command of the police department. 
The, first time was last February 
when Chief Sturdivant was suspended 
by the police committee. He was sur- 
prised more then than he was yester- 


day. 

“IT thought they wanted my testi- 
mony at the hearing,’ he confided 
briefly to a friend in the station at 
that time. 

Lieutenant Since 1927. 

Hornsby entered the department 
December 16, 1913. He worked as a 
patrolman and as a detective; then 
became successively sergeant and lieu- 
tenant. He was elevated to the lieu- 
tenancy in 1927 and for the pasf€ six 
years has been station lieutenant, 
handling the office work at headquar- 
ters. 

“They woke you up this morning 
to give you this job, didn’t they?’ he 
was asked. 

“Yes, I have been on the night 
shift lately and I got to bed this 
morning about 8 o'clock.” 

“You haven’t had much sleep late- 
ly, have you?” 

“Let’s see; I’ve had exactly two 
hours’ sleep in the last 36.” 

No one would have detected it. His 
eyes sparkled, his movements were 
alert and he _ responded quickly to 
questions. 

Hornsby lives with his wife and 
son at 1157 Holderness street, in 
West End. He teaches Sunday school 
every week at the Church of Christ 
in West End. His son, 18, works 
for an electric manufacturing con- 
cern. 

Said Councilman C. M. (Mac) Bo- 
len, who nominated him for the job: 

“He lives in my ward but as long 
as I have known him he has never 
asked for a favor. In fact, he has 
never asked for anything else. He was 
on my same telephone party line for a 
long time and I never even talked to 
him.”

Chief Sturdivant had been a mem- 
ber of the police department for 27 
| years, since coming here from Sharon, 
'Ga., where he was born. He was mar- 
‘shal of Sharon for four years and 
| was 30 when he became an Atlanta

| He was made a detective in 1923 
and a year later was elected lieuten- 
ant in that department. He succeeded 
_former Chief James L. Beavers as 
chief April 30, 1932. 
| His career as head of the police 
_force has been a stormy one and many 
'attacks have been made upon him. He 
| was brought to trial a year ago but 
| was acquitted and reinstated as ‘chief. 
| Hornsby was named acting chief to

Drinking by policemen iced be 
tolerated by the new committee mem- 
bers said.

Freedom of Press. 


Highly amusing is the chorus of 
indighation going up in the Parisian 
press over the government's decision 
that henceforth the newspapers _ of 
that country must declare who their 
Owners are, where they derive the 
operating cost from and what interests 
they serve. This sounds fantastic on 
this side of the ocean, I know, but 
in France it is no joke. There is not 
a single Parisian journal that could 
live a day from its legitimate income 
through advertising and circulation. 
They all get a subsidy from somebody 
or other, very often from foreign gov- 
ernments. The case of Le Temps. 
the chiief journal of opinion in Paris, 
being for years in the service of the 
czarist imperial government to. push 
for war, is well known. Today Herr 
Hitler owns some of the most patri- 
otic newspapers in France, or at least 
has a dominating influence on their 
policy. 

Imagine what this would mean in 
America: The New York Times, the 
organ of the British government; the 
Sun the mouthpiece of Germany; The 
Constitution championing Hungarian 
irridentism night and.day, rain or 
shine; the Baltimore Sun rooting for 
France; the Springfield Republican 
for Spain, and the Hearst chain for 
Soviet Russia; a pretty picture that 
would make. Well, fundamentally, it 
is not different over in France. If 
you want to know what Bulgaria 
wants in the next. division ‘of the 
world's markets, or when Signor Mue- 
solini will be really satisfied—or Hit- 
ler for that matter—you need not buy 
Bulgarian or Italian or German pa- 
pers, nor need you write to the foreign 
ministers of these countries to learn 
their views upon world problems. 

Each has a journal in the French 
capital that fights its cause. The Blum 
government wants to know who. why, 
wherefore and how much, that’s all. 
Some editors are jumping out of their 
skin with rage and utilize the short 
epace of time of what they call ‘“‘free- 
dom,” to vilify, besmirch, accuse, spit 
upon and howl against the govern- 
ment that does not respect the “Jib. 
erty of the press.” 


The Spanish civil war is shifting 
to the Cordoba front. General Fran- 
co apparently aims to start a drive 
along the coast with the object of 
capturing the ports where now most 
of the war material for the Loyalists 
lands and where also food supplies are 
forwarded to the capital. Mid-Janu- 
ary, it ie also announced, there will 
be a big drive, for which two whole 
divisions of German troops are expect- 
ed. That is to say: General Franco 
expects German aid. There may be 
some German volunteers drifting into 
Spain, but there is not likely to he 
any wholesale ‘landing of regular 
troops from Germany. 

France has notified Berlin twice 
now that she will cance] the non-in- 
tervention agreement if another Ger- 
man soldier lands in Spain and not 
only that, France will definitely go to 
the aid of the Loyalists. This does 
not mean that the French ministers 
of war, aviation and marine, all three 
of them right-wing Liberals, want to

robably the good doctor had in 
mind the Washington, D. +» jail 
which is said to be one of the best in 
the country from the standpoint of 
physical comfort and social conven- 
jience. I am told of a journalist who 
spent some time there once for a traf- 
fic violation, and built up a good prac- 
tice as inside correspondent for the 
papers. | 

However, I remember reading that 
in the Washington jail when they have 
to put a man to death for murder they 
move the electric chair into the dining 
hall, plug in on a socket and do the 
unpleasant business there. ‘That would 
be a distinct drawback to a man of 
Dr. Townsend's nature, and even if 
there were no execution during his 
vacation period it migLt disturb his 
rest to visualize when at meals the 
quick march to the chair, the mut- 
tered prayers, the flip of the warden's 
hand as a signal to the electrician and 
all the rest of it. True, as a physician, 
Dr. ‘Townsend has seen men die, but 
never that way. I don’t think he 
would relax as pleasantly as he an- 
ticipates. 

Jail would not be so bad if it were 
not jail. But the best of them have a 
distinctive smell, the bedding is likely 
to give more unrest than rest, and the 
company of men just putting in their 
time, yawning, arguing, playing cards 
for matches and counting the days is 
depressing.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 
EARLY STAGE OF SPINAL 
CURVATURE. 

Everybody knows an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure, 
in theory. In practice you can’t sell 
prevention at any price. You have 
to give it away and plead with or ca- 

jole people into taking it as a gift. 

In curvature of the spine the de- 
formity is at first functional and 
readily corrected, for the time being, 
by manipulation or by the individ- 
ual’s voluntary effort to assume a bet- 
ter posture. If long neglected it be- 
comes eventually structural, that is, 
the bones, ligaments and muscles de- 
velop unsymmetrically, and the per- 
manent or fixed rotation and distor- 
tion of the spine can be straightened 
only by surgery. 

The specific predisposing causes of 
spinal curvature (doctors call it scol- 
losis, which is Greek for twisted, bent 
or crooked) are the same as the pre- 
disposing cause of round back or round 
shoulders, sway back or lordosis and 
the abnormal protrusion of the belly 
and the ptosis or sagging of. organs 
which usually accompanies swayback 
or lordosis. Don’t let these dabs of 
Greek get you down. Ptosis means 
Sagging, falling, prolapse, drooping. 
Lordosis means simply exaggeration of 
the normal curves of the spine, as 
suggested by the posture of the bur- 
lesque butler. These deformities or 
asymmetries are faults of nutrition, 
growth. development, not states of dis- 
ease. The condition known as Pott’s 
disease of the spine (tuberculosis) pro- 
duces stiffness or rigidity of the spine 
and “hump back :” this is tuberculosis 
of the bones er joints in the spine and 
the results of such disegse. 

The common  iateral curvature 
(scoliosis) occurring in young per- 
sons is first noticed by mother, teach- 
er or dressmaker who observes that 
the child has a “high shoulder” or a 
“high hip.” It is important that any 
such postural deformity or any ap- 
parent overdevelopment of underde- 
velopment of one side be brought to 
the attention of the physician without 
delay. If these early signs of curva- 
ture are heeded before rigidity or ro- 
tation (twisting) of the spine becomes 
fixed. proper treatment will correct 
the trouble and prevent lifelong de- 
formity. Careful examination and 
precise measurements tape and plumb 
line with the patient in stocking feet 
or barefoot and all clothing removed 
above the hips, will reveal mild de- 
grees of curvature long before the 
child becomes obviously deformed. 

Carrying burdens, such as heavy 
schoolbooks, under one arm, and sit- 
ting at desks not adjusted to the 
height of the child, have been blamed 
for spinal curvature. In my opinion 
these are secondary factors. A child 
in a state of good nutrition will not 
suffer any ill effect from such strains 
or wrong postures. 

Improper footwear, however, 
produce spinal curvature in any child. 
The silly practice of putting girls 
from 10 to 15 years of age on stilts, 
high heels, is a common cause of round 
shoulders, hellow or sway back, lor- 
dosis, ptosis or sagging or falling of 
internal organs, kyphosis or antero- 
posterior spinal deformity.

service. 

Standardization of disciplinary 
methods, treatment of prisoners and 
general prison routine is the plan of 
United States Attorney General Ho- 
mer S. Cummings and Director of 
Prisons Sanford L. Bates.

Before “going on a diet,” analyze 
your figure faults. Every figure prob- 
lem is different, and demands special 
treatment. You cannot clip off inches 
by diet, @o matter how rigorous, or 
lose many pounds by exercise alone. 
With more than 10 per cent over- 
weight, diet is the most important part 
of your reducing plan, but exercise fur- 
nishes the technique for reducing in

the normal weight who wishes to lose 
hips or waistline. 

The general overweights are apt to 
be etockily built and to have extreme- 
ly low calorie requirements. They 
have a just complaint that everything 
they eat seems to go to fat. For you, 
if you are one of these, diet is of 
the utmost importance, and exercise is 
a secondary measure. So few calories 
keep you going that you cannot pos- 
sibly lose weight on exercise. You 
must cut calories to reduce. 


On thé other hand, dieting is all 
wrong for you disproportionate normal 
weights. As a matter of fact, you may 
require more food, to offset the energy 
spent in exercise, to correct your 
measurements. A vigorous program 
of specific exercise to shift weight 
is the solution to your problem. 


The underweight must diet to gain, ~ 
and take rational exercise. With this 
type, food selection is very impor- 
tant; easily digested, nourishing foods 
rather than rich, fattening dishes are 
given place in the daily menu. Ra- 
tional exercise balanced with rest will 
not make you thinner. It stimulates 
appetite, builds healthy muscle tissue 
for steady nerves, enables you to re- 
lax, and last, but perhaps most im- 
portant in your eyes, assures smooth 
lines with new weight. 


Let your mirror and tape measure 
help analyze your figure faults. 


The girl with the larger than aver- 
age frame makes her best appearance 
with weight about 10 per cent above 
the accepted standard of one and three- 
fourths pounds for each inch of height. 
A thousand calories reducing diet for 
you? Never! Even the 1,200 calo- 
rie average is likely to be abnormally 
low if yeu are a large girl, and you 
may reduce on as many as 1,600 cal- 
ories a day. Disaster follows the 
attempts of the large overweight to 
reduce on means suited to the girl of 
5 feet 2. This type usually needs a 
program of exercise for supplying the 
waist, firming the muscles of the up- 
per arms and shoulders, and for im- 
proving the busy contour.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.—(/)—An 
active demand sent domestie cor- 
porate issues’ higher in the bond mar- 
ket today following an announcement 
of the government’s interest in the 
General Motors Corporation strike. 

While the dislocation -in the auto- 
mobile concern’s plants had little in- 
fluence of high-grade issues, the more 
speculative loans showed sensitiveness 
by moving up as hopes of settlement 
of the controversy were raised. 

Low and medium-priced rails stiff- 
ened markedly and bonds with con- 
version or stock purchase privileges 
sprang forward with the runup of 
listed shares. Improvement in these 
issues together with further aggres- 
sive buying of South American obli- 
gations gave the market a buoyant 
appearance. 

New Haven bonds ran in front of 
most of the carriers, the 4s of 1955 
adding 8 1-2 at 35 1-2, the 4s of 1956 
gaining 2 1-4 to 36 and the 6s of 1940 
moving up 1 5-8 to 63 5-8. Colorado 
& Southern 5 1-2s, Nickel Plate 
5 1-2s, Erie 5s and Frisco 4 1-25 were 
other gainers.
